STATE HousE, ConcorpD, June 8, 1887. 


Agreeably to the laws of the state, the Merrimack 
county representatives to the legislature of 1887 met in 
Representatives’ Hall, Wednesday, June 8, immediately 
after the close of the morning session. 

Called to order by George W. Stone of Andover, and 
on motion of J. C. Pearson of Boscawen, Luther S. 
Morrill of Concord was chosen chairman. On motion of 
Valentine C. Hastings of Concord, John W. Bourlet, Jr., 
of Concord was chosen clerk, who appeared and took 
the oath of office as by law prescribed. 

Adjourned to meet at call of chairman.

JULY I9, 1887. 
County convention met in Room 4 at close of afternoon 
session of the House. Called to order by the chairman. 
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Voted to visit the county farm on Friday, July 22, and 
invite the county commissioners to accompany the dele- 
gation. 

Mr. Pearson spoke at length of the county farm and 
its conditions, stating that the apartments for the crazy in- 
mates were anything but what they should be, and were 
a disgrace to civilization. As for bed bugs and lice they 
could not very easily be got rid of. Mr. Tasker, the 
new superintendent, was a gentleman, and would do all 
in his power for the welfare of the farm and inmates, but 
he needed the hearty co-operation of the delegation, 
which, of course, would be given. 


Mr. Pearson also. spoke of the need of a house of cor- 
rection for the county. The jail was now the only place 
for the vicious and unruly, and there were those who had 
rather go there than not. With nothing to do and ex- 
penses paid it was a place desired by many rather than 
evaded, If offenders were obliged to work ten hours a 
day, as they should be, quite a different state of affairs 
would exist. He closed his remarks by moving that a 
committee of three be appointed by the chair to take the 
subject of a house of correction for the county into con- 
sideration, and report at an early day. The motion was 
adopted, and the chair appointed J. C. Pearson, of Bos- 
cawen, Geo. W. Stone of Andover and V. C. Hastings 
of Concord. 


On motion of Geo. W. Stone of Andover, Wesley E. 
Cilley of Newbury was elected auditor; on motion of 
Geo. A. Foster of Concord, John W. Bourlet, Jr., was 
elected auditor,—both for two years. 

On motion of Mr. Pearson of Boscawen, the auditors 
were instructed to publish a quarterly report of the con- 
dition of the county premises, including superintendent’s 
accounts, etc., as provided for by law. 
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Voted that the chairman ask leave of absence on Fri- 
day for county delegation.

In accordance with the vote of July 19, the county 
delegation visited the county farm this day, and made a 
thorough inspection of the premises. No business was 
transacted, and the day being rainy no survey of the land 
or crops could be made. A very good dinner was served 
the delegation. Informal comments were made as to 
the needs of the institution, especially regarding the sew- 
erage and sanitary condition of the crazy house, laundry, 
etc. 


JuLy 28, 1887. 
Delegation met in Room 4, State house. Upon mo- 
tion it was voted that a committee of three be appointed 
to visit the county farm and examine the barn, and report 
as to the avisability of erecting a new barn in place of 
the old one. 


Mr. Foster of Concord made inquiries thereto, to which 
Mr. Pearson of Boscawen replied, saying that one of the 
commissioners had stated that the present barn was in 
poor condition, and was not large enough to hold this 
vear’s crops. Mr. Tennant, of the board of commission- 
ers, wished that a committee of three practical farmers 
would visit the farm and make a thorough inspection of 
of the barn and consider the needs and necessities of the 
place. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Pearson of Boscawen, S. C. 
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Pickard of Canterbury and Geo. O. Bailey of Dunbarton, 
were appointed members of the committee. The chair- 
man appointed a third member of the committee, J. C. 
Pearson of Boscawen. 

Inquiry was made by Mr. Stevens of anccle as to 
what had been done by the committee on house of cor- 
rection appointed some time since. Mr. Pearson stated 
that but little had as yet been done, but that a report 
would soon be made.

County delegation met in Room 4. ‘The county com- 
missioners’ estimates for the years 1888-9 was submit- 
ted and considered at some length, but, as a majority 
of the members was not present, no action was taken 
thereon.

ommend the Merrimack county farm and almshouse be 
made a house of correction for said county.”

On motion of Mr. Foster of Concord it was voted to 
raise a county tax of $57,500 for the year 1888. 

On motion of Mr. Pickard of Canterbury it was voted 
to raise a county tax of $57,200 for the year 1889. 

It having been found that a quorum was not present 
when the vote adopting the report of the committee on 
house of correction was taken at the last meeting of the 
convention, the 11th inst., it was voted to have said re- 
port again submitted to the convention. The clerk read 
the report, and it was again accepted and adopted. 

The report of Dr. Watson, who was asked by the 
county commissioners to make a thorough inspection of 
the county farm premises, was presented by Commis- 
sioner Courser, but, as it had been published in several 
papers, it was not deemed necessary to have it read. 

After some discussion, the county commissioners were 
authorized to repair and enlarge the insane asylum in 
accordance with the recommendations of Dr. Watson in 
his report, at a cost not exceeding $3,000, said sum to be 
paid out of any money in the hands of the treasurer. If 
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it was necessary, they were also authorized to hire money 
for said purpose. 

The committee appointed to visit the county farm for 
the purpose of consulting with the county commissioners 
in relation to building a new barn, made a report as fol- 
lows: 

“The board of commissioners and committee are prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of building a new barn on the 
site of the old one. The estimated size is 150x42 feet.”

Delegation met in Room 4. Called to order by the 
chairman. Commissioner Courser was present, and spoke 
of the fact that $3,000 had been appropriated for the pur- 
pose of making additions and improvements to the insane 
asylum at the county farm; that the commissioners had 
advertised for proposals to do the work, and that but one 
bid was made, the figures being placed at $10,000; that 
they had consulted Dow & Wheeler, architects, in rela- 
tion thereto, and that they stated that it would cost from 
$8,000 to $9,000 to make the proposed addition in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of Dr. Watson. 
Beneficial improvements could be made for the sum al- 
ready appropriated, but more would be necessary to make 
an addition to the present building. 

Several gentlemen discussed the matter, and it was 
finally suggested that $5,000 would, perhaps, be suffi- 
cient to properly enlarge the alsylum. 

In accordance with the suggestion it was voted that the 
appropriation made for the purpose ($3,000) be increased 
to $5,000. 

The matter of hearing parties opposed to the decision 
of the convention making the county farm premises a 
house of correction was considered, and the chairman 
was authorized to call the convention together at any 
time for that purpose.

Gentlemen :—In compliance with your request I have 
this day visited the Merrimack county almshouse, and 
beg leave to make the following recommendations : 


ALMSHOUSE RECOMMENDATIONS. 


First. That the water-closets throughout the entire 
building be reconstructed. Many of the fixtures are 
broken, and immediate repairs are necessary. It will be 
economy for the county, and improve the sanitary con- 
dition of the building, to take out the present fixtures 
and put in hoppers placed upon iron supports, thus do- 
ing entirely away with the wood-work, which, from its 
absorbent qualities, becomes offensive in a short time. 

Second. Better ventilation in the closets in the upper 
story of the building and those adjoining the hospital. 

Third. That a bath-tub be placed in the closets con- 
nected with the male and female hospitals. This seems 
to be a matter of necessity for the convenience of the 
hospital inmates. The rooms will not need to be enlarged 
for this purpose. 

Fourth. <A large ventilating flue should be placed in 
the men’s and old ladies’ attics, and the side rooms 
~on the same floor should also have better ventilation. 

Fifth. The attending physician recommends that a 
floor be laid over the brick floors of the sitting-rooms in 
both wings, as several epileptics have been injured by 
falling upon the bricks. 

Sixth. Itis recommended that a pharmacy be estab- 
lished in this institution. ‘This can be done at a very 
small expense and will be a matter of economy to the 
county, since the attending physician does not furnish 
the medicines, Glass-stoppered bottles for fluids, salts, 
and other chemicals should be substituted for those now 
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in use, which are improperly stoppered and many medi- 
cines are rapidly destroyed by the action of the air. 

Seventh. Freestone or marble sinks are recommended 
to take the place of the wooden ones which must soon be 
abandoned. They would be more cleanly as well as 
more durable. 

In concluding the report upon the almshouse proper, 
it is but just to say that the general condition of the insti- 
tution is good, and with the exception of the defects 
mentioned no faults were noticed. It is certainly on a 
par with similar institutions throughout the state, and 
with the improvements suggested it will be above the 
average institution of the kind. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


This institution is situated upon the opposite side of 
the road from the almshouse and several rods distant. It 
is a brick building, two stories high, heated with steam, 
and contains eighteen inmates. It was built nearly 
twenty years ago, and was constructed in accordance with 
the prevailing style of architecture for similar institutions 
at that time. The females are kept in the lower story 
and the males inthe upper. ‘The rooms are rather small, 
containing one window, a ventilating flue, and the doors 
are partially grated to favor ventilation and heating. ; 

The walls of the rooms and corridors are sheathed with 
narrow strips of hard wood, beaded on the edge, thus 
affording the best possible means for the shelter of ver- 
min and the collegtion of filth. The ventilating flues in 
each room are about a foot square; a ventilating grate 
is placed in the flue at the top and bottom of the rooms. 
The aggregate space of the grate through which air can 
pass is very small—not half the the capacity of the flue— 
consequently the ventilation is poor. In some of the 
rooms a pipe extends from an opening in the floor to some 
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kind of a sewer beneath the building for the purpose of 
allowing the escape of water used to wash filthy floors, 
etc. This arrangement is condemned in toto; it is filthy 
and dangerous to the health of the inmates. With the 
exception of this apology for a sewer, the institution 
possesses no means of drainage. The privies are con- 
nected with the main building, and are generally ina very 
bad condition. The waste water and the water used for 
washing dishes is thrown into these vaults. At the time 
of my visit the dishes were being washed in the bath- 
room, upon a table improvised by placing a large board 
across the bath-tub. 

A small yard is connected with the institution, in which 
a small summer house has been built for the comfort of 
the inmates. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


First. The building is too small for the number of 
insane persons which -the county is likely to have in 
charge most of the time. An extension or a wing 
should be built and the wards rearranged so as to be 
more convenient. An attendant should be in both the 
male and female wards constantly, day and night. 

Second. A sewer system should be constructed for 
this department, which should run from the building to 
the river, some forty rods distant. The privies should be 
abandoned, and modern water-closets substituted. 

Third. Closets should be placed in the rooms’of those 
who are constantly confined. 

Fourth. Larger and more convenient bath-rooms 
should be provided. 

Fifth. In the reconstruction of the building the rooms 
should be enlarged and better ventilation secured.

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INSPECTION. 
APRIL 12, 1888. 


The county commissioners with creditable promptness 
acted upon the suggestions contained in the above report. 
The rooms of the almshouse have been repainted and 
whitewashed, and now present a clean and neat appear- 
ance; new bath-rooms have been constructed, and the 
water-closets repaired and put in good condition. Other 
material improvements have been made in the main 
building. Some further changes are still needed, among 
which should be included better ventilation in the attics 
occupied by old women and ola men. 


Very substantial improvements have been made at the 
asylum for the insane. A new wing has been erected 
containing twenty rooms, 9x1Oxg feet, with a very ample 
hall between the rooms, which will serve as a sitting- 
room for patients not confined to their own room. The 
entire building is heated with steam, from indirect radia- 
tion mostly, thus providing for ample ventilation. The 
old privies have been abandoned for modern water-closets. 
A sewer has been laid from this building to the river. 
The structure is divided into two wards, one for each sex, 
and has bath-rooms and other necessary and convenient 
appointments. The old building will be used for the 
very bad and semi-idiotic cases. 


The action of the county in making such important 
improvements in these buildings is worthy of great praise, 
and should be imitated by some other counties in the state.

FARM. 


Many improvements have been made on the farm 
buildings. The boilers being defective from long usage, 
and failing to heat the building, we have replaced one 
with a new and larger boiler and repaired the other. 
The new one furnishes all steam necessary to heat the 
building. 

The old Asylum building has been remodeled, thor- 
oughly ventilated, steam piped, bath rooms and closets 
have been added; and in connection with the new build- 
ings gives ample room to care for all chronic cases of 
insane county charges. 

At the last session of the legislature the county farm 
was made a house of correction. During the past year 
forty-nine persons have been committed. Of these the 
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men have worked on the farm in summer, and in the 
woods in winter. If this number should increase, the 
county should provide separate quarters and work for 
them. Three women have been committed through the 
year. All the farm buildings are in excellent condition. 
The improvements in the sanitary and heating arrange- 
ments add much to the comfort of the inmates. 

As the estimates for 1888 were made’ previous to the 
report of Dr. Watson, no money was raised to cover the 
expenses of building the new or repairing the old Asy- 
lum, and other extensive improvements recommended 
and complied with, consequently we found it necessary 
to borrow ten thousand dollars to meet the expense in- 
curred. 

COURT HOUSE. 


Long Pond water has been introduced, and water 
closets and sewers constructed. 

The building should be painted and other needed im- 
provements made in the near future.

To the Honorable Commisstoners fer the County of 

Merrimack: 

In November, 1888, on the resignation of Dr. B. D. 
Peaslee, due to his departure from the city, I was ap- 
pointed visiting physician to the jail, and in accordance 
with custom, submit to you the annual report of the con- 
dition of the institution and its inmates for the year end- 
ing April 30, 1889. 

The health of the prisoners has been excellent; most 
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of whatever illness there has been could be traced to 
causes existing prior to their commitment, and naturally 
confinement has not benefitted them. Their behavior 
has been commendable, due in no small measure to the 
humane treatment received at the hands of the jailor and 
his associates. 

The cells and corridors are kept in a cleanly state, the 
prisoners themselves vieing with one another to attain 
this end, and the officials ever anxious for the same ob- 
Ree 

I feel as if some mode of heating other than the pres- 
ent should be at once adopted. Three stoves are now 
required to supply heat, and, from their necessary ar- 
rangement, those cells near the stoves are superheated, 
causing actual discomfort to their occupants, whilst those 
more remote suffer from the cold. Then again, coal 
gas is always present in the air, often to such an extent 
as to render it unfit for respiration. The effect on: the 
health and temperament of the prisoners can be easily 
imagined. If the whole building were fitted with a 
steam-heating apparatus such as is really demanded by 
the nature of things, I believe the health of the inmates 
would be better assured, the safety of the structure more 
pronounced, and the expense of the county lessened— 
certainly three items worthy of careful consideration. In 
conclusion, I would urge the recommendation of my 
prdecessors in regard to ventilation; some method of 
purifying the air ought to be provided, and not depend 
upon the windows, as is now done, since they are rarely 
opened in the cold weather; fresh air is as much a ne- 
cessity then as in the summer.
